F ARMERS who are interested in build 
ing modern weather-proof storage 
buildings for corn and other grams may 
obtain loans from the Commodity Cre 
dit Corporation for doing the job, R. S$ 
Dennis, Florida executive officer for the 
Production and Marketing Administra 
tion, Ponts Out, 

A circular building of metal con 
struction that will hold 1,000 bushels 
of corn may be buile at a cost of less 
than $500, and the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, through the PMA, will 
lend the farmer as much as 85 per cent 
of the cost of construction, the loan to 
be paid back in five annual installments 
at 4 per cent interest, Mr. Dennis ex 
plained 

The building is not only weather 
proof, but it may be closed tightly so 
that the stored grain may be treated to 
control weevils and to protect it from 
rats. “Before modern buildings for 
storage of grain were developed,” the 
PMA official explained, “many farmers 
figured on losing a considerable portion 
of their stored grain to weevils and rats

Dy IngiGaTION Pay? This ques 
tion has been asked many times 
by growers located in the Ridge citrus 
producing area of Florida. If it does 
not pay, there has been millions of dol 
lars very foolishly spent in the Ridge 
area, especially in the past two years 

There are two methods of irriga 
tion used in this area. First is with 
permanent installation of pumps with 
power units, using under-ground mains 
or conductor lines and either overhead 
sprinklers or portable sprinkler or 
tlooding This type requires 
greater initial investment with less op 
erational expenditures. The second 
type is with portable pumps and power 
units and portable conductar arxj dis 
tribution pipe. With a source «4 water 
available, this type of can be 
moved from property to property, 
thereby on an acreage basis reducing 
the initial investment, but increasing 
the operational expense. This method 
is used by many growers in the Ridge 
section since many lakes are available. 

Many growers, who were dependent 
on portable irrigation during the past 
spring and summer, have more money 
invested in the present crop for ir 
rigation than all the other production 
costs combined.

E vane built his wire laying cages himeclf at 2 cost 
of about $1.25 each. Four rows of 125 cages each 
run the length of his levying house. The rows are 
paired back-to-back focming two tiers which are 
serviced by three concrete aisles running the length 
of the howe. The cages are suspended from the 
ceiling of the laying house by wires 

The laying cages should be ten to twelve inches 
wide, wxteen to eighteen inches long, and sbout 
eighteen inches high, he points owt. The back of 
the cage floor is raed just enough to let the egg roll 
gently down inte a rolled-up tray in front and out 
wide the cage where ic can be readily collected by 
walking down the aisle 

As Evans picks up an egg from in front of the 
cage he gives the hen credit by moving a clothes pin 
a notch along the tray. Each week he checks the 
poution of the clothes pin and posts the hen's record 
If a hen has not layed at least seven eggs in fourteen 
day+—out she goes, and another is ready to replace 
her 

He buys sexed pullets, New Hampshires and 
Rhode Islands, and he buys just enough of them to 
assure that he has $00 laying hens year-round. At 
seven to eight weeks, the birds are removed to the 
growing battery. He starts chicks representing ten

Commumsioner of the State Plant 
Board was informed by an official of 
the Louisiana Department of Agricul- 
ture and Immigration that a disease 
believed to be quick decline of citrus 
had been discovered in an orange grove 
near Buras, Louisiana, about 50 miles 
south of New Orleans. 

This serious virus disease of citrus 
hest appeared in the United States in 
the San Gabriel Valley, Los Angeles 
County, California in 1959. A very 
closely related disease of citrus known 
as tristeza or podredumbre has been 
found in most of the citrus producing 
countries of the world 

Quick decline is a disease affecting 
sweet oranges, mandarins, limes, and 
grapefruit when grown on sour orange 
stock; and sweet orange, mandarin, and 
lime when budded on grapefruit root 
stock. When these same citrus varieties 
are grown on their own root or budded 
on rough lemon, sweet orange, Cleo 
patra, or trifoliata the trees are not 
affected by the disease even when the 
virus is known to be present. Buds 
taken from such trees grown on re 
sistant root stocks and placed m sour 
orange or grapefruit rootstock will soon 
show quick decline symptoms and will 
die. 


Upon learning of the possible quick 
decline disease in Louisiana, the Plant 
Commissioner arranged with the Lou 
isiana authorities for Dr. A. F. Camp, 
Vice Director in Charge of the Citrus 
Experiment Station at Lake Alfred, and 
an authority on both quick decline and 
tristeza, to visit the affected groves 
After inspection of the trees in Louisi 
ana, Dr. Camp stated that che disease 
symptoms found there are similar to 
quick decline in California, but that 
positive determination can not be made 
until buds from these diseased trees are 
placed in sour orange stock and per 
mitted to grow until the sy mptoms of 


quick decline appear 


Dr, Frank E. Gardner, in charge of 
the Bureau of Plant Industry, Soils, and 
Agricultural Engineering Laboratory 
at Orlando had visited the diseased 
groves of Louisiana a short time before 
Dr. Camp went out there. His con- 
lustons concerning the trouble were 
about the same as those expressed by 
Dr. Camp 

Although the State Plant Board has 
naintained a laboratory in Argentina 
under the supervision of Dr. Camp 
since September 1946 for the purpose 
f investigating the tristeza disease, 
here has been no opportunity for the 
inspectors of the grove inspection de 
partment to see either quick decline

By strict culling from the chick to 
the layer, he realizes very few death 
losses and very few unmarketable 
birds. His culls are sold at once so 
there are no non-producers to cat up 
the profits And what ix also im 
portant, the relatively small pouletry- 
man such as Evans who sells his meat 
birds in his own community keeps a 
constant supply of birds for his cus 
tomers. And, of course, the same 
applies to eggs, which is even more 
umportant. 

Evans picks up his eggs twice a day 
and keeps them protected from sun 
light. The eggs produced under a 
controlled feeding plan will be of high 
quality and uniform yolk color, albu 
men density and shell thickness. These 
quality eggs should be cooled before 
packing 

Evans’ program is designed to yield 
65 to 75 per cent egg production per 
hen per year, and while his system has 
not been in operation that long there 
is every reason to believe he will reach 
his goal when he has his system in peak 
form. The conventional ground or 
floor plan usually averages about 55 
per cent production over ten months 
production, some poultrymen getting 
better results and some much worse 

The cage plan is being used exten 
sively in Los Angeles County, Calif 
where some poultrymen have as many 
1s 10,000 layers in separate cages 
Climatic conditions of that part of 
California and Florida are generally the 
same.

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Notes On Camellia Diseases 
New Kuowledge About Old Diseases 
PART I

AMELLIAS were popular garden 

plants in Florida and the South 
many years ago. Interest has been re- 
vived in recent years to such an extent 
thac they now are one of our most 
wunportant woody ornamentals. Like 
every crop plant grown im quantity, 
they have thew troubles. 

The fungus disease known as dieback 
continues to be the most serious dis 
ease of camellias in Florida. The symp- 
toms are only too well known to almost 
every nurseryman and private grower 
of camellias. If you do not have it in 
your planting, you are lucky or per 
sistent. This trouble is most noticeable 
in the Spring when the new growth is 
expanding or has just expanded. At 
that time a new shoot wilts suddenly, 
dries out and turns brown. Such dead 
leaves and twigs are very brittle and 
easily broken off. However, it leaves an 
infected area on the main stem. At 
other seasons, branches or large por 
tions of the plant may die, gradually 
turn brown and persist for several 
weeks. In every case the cambium 
layer, between the bark and the wood 
is dead or dying at the junction of the 
living and dead portions of the stem. 
These are the conspicuous symptoms 
of the disease but they are evidently 
the result of earlier infections 

In August of 1949, it was discovered 
that dead flower and shoot buds formed 
that same year could be found on bushes 
in plantings where dieback was known 
to occur. Isolations made on artificial 
media in the laboratory proved the 
same Organism was present in the tissue 
just below these dead buds that was 
found in the dying shoots. These dead 
buds, inconspicuous though they may 
be, are the first symptoms of dieback 
infection. They also account for the 
fact that spraying with fungicides 
during the fall and winter have not 
been effective in controlling the dieback 


disease. By that time, the infection 
has penetrated the buds and cannot be 
reached by sprays The nfection pe 
riod is evidently between the tume when 
the buds are set and the carly part of 
August, that is, during the rainy sea 
son. It is evident then that protective 
sprays must be applied as soon as the 
new flush of growth has set if they are 
to be effective. They must be put on 
before infection has occurred This 
means that the time of application 
should be in late May or carly June, as 
late as possible but before the summer: 
rainy season sets in. One application of 
a persistent fungicide should be suth 
cient since camellias make little or no 
new growth during this period. Cer 
tain Ccopper-containing fungicides that 
do not break down chemically, as lone 
as they are on the plant are the most 
desirable. Two such. fungicides are 
sold under the trade names ( opper A 
and COCS. There may be others 
Although the spraying program 
recommended above should prevent 
most of the new infections, it must be 
supplemented by careful pruning to 
remove those infections that are already 
present. Indeed some growers have 
eliminated dieback from their plantings 
by pruning alone. If dicback lesions 
are pruned out frequently and com 
pletely and the prunings destroyed, no 
spraying will be necessary but such a 
policy demands frequent examinations 
of the plants and a ruthless determina 
tion to eliminate al! of the infection 
every time a dead twig is removed 
Phytophthora root rot of camellias 
is a comparatively new disease in Flor 
ida. During the past three years several 
instances of the trouble have come to 
our attention, most of them in nurs 
eries. In one case the infected plants 
had been brought from an out-of -state 
area where the disease had been pre

To ilustrate, let me ex 
plain briefly what these bacteria do 
When the organic matter in the soil is 
broken down or decomposed, nitrogen 
is liberated as ammonia, a form of ni 
trogen not readily available to the 
plant. Under favorable soil conditions 
this nitrogen is then converted by the 
nitrifying bacteria to nitrate, a form 
of nitrogen that is readily taken up by 
the plant. If these nitrifying bacteria 
are killed, however, soil nitrogen ac 
cumulates as ammonia 

Fortunately, if we realize this fact 
and modify our cultural practices ac 
cordingly, this harmful effect of soil 
furnigation can be very largely side 
tracked. In short, the following fac 
tors should be considered 
known for some time certain 
plants, such as the tomato, are able to 
take up and use nitrogen present as 
ammonia during early stages of growth 
if the soil pH is near the neutral point

Are You Letting Profits Slip Away?

_—— is an important farm crop, 
and it is surprising that more Flor- 
ida farmers are not managing their 
forest acres as carefully as their culti- 
vated fields. A  well-tended farm 
woodland brings in many easy dollars 
every year. Timber can easily be made 
one of our most dependable cash crops. 

Managing a stand of timber is not 
dificult. Mostly, it is a matter of 
applying a little common sense. Put 
ting the farm woods in order often 
pays its own way, and may even yield 
a quick profit through the sale of 
wood. The big thing is to recognize 
that timber is a farm crop, and de- 
serves attention—just as much as any 
other farm crop. 

Of course, the first thing to do is 
to see to it that fire cannot burn up 
the little trees, otherwise, there may 
never be any timber to manage. In so 
many of Florida’s piney woods there 
is only a scattering remnant of older 
trees. Usually fires in the past have 
prevented a full stand of thrifty pines 
from coming in. A farmer can not 
expect to make much money from 
only a few scattered trees per acre 
Fire protection alone will usually bring 
in a new forest. Burt, if farmers are 
really in a hurry, the quickest way to 
get a full stand of timber is to plant 
up all of the open spaces to seedling 


slash pines. Seedling pines can usually 


be purchased from the Forest Service 
Nurseries at cost. And the time for 
planting forest trees is December and 
january. Your county agent can take

K' tTT TREES sem to be very vigor 

ous growers and good fruiters 
The Keitt blossom that opened the 
same time as the Haden blossom bore 
fruit that ripened about three and one 
half months later than the Haden. The 
quality was very good and some fruit 
weighed two pounds. The Keitts have 
all been very clean and free from an 
thracnose. The fruit had a very beau 
tiful pink blush until matured and 
then most of it disappeared. This is the 
first year I had the opportunity to 
observe the fruit throughout the entire 
season 


LIPPINS 

The Lippins appear to be a very 
heavy fruiter if the weather is dry. 
When the bloom stems are old enough 
for the fruit to be the size of peas they 
usually are as thick as a cluster of 
grapes. As the fruit continues to grow 
the smaller ones drop off and only the 
larger ones Continue on to maturity 
If the bloom or small fruit are exposed 
to excessive rain or fog they will curn 
black and all fall off. Spraying would 
naturally help this condition. The fruit 
begins to ripen a little later than the 
Haden and there are usually a few 
fruit left two months after the first 
one begins to ripen. The first fruit of 
the season is a little flat in taste but 
those later in the season are enjoyable 

Since the fruit usually hang in 
clusters it is often the case that they 
are spotted where they touch one an 
other. The fruit does not have as much 
pink blush as does the Haden. The

My first observing of the Oliver 
was at a Mango Forum Variety Com 
mittee meeting.

turbance in nitrogen transformation 
resulting from chemical fumigation. 
However, on acid soils, seedings might 
actually become nitrogen deficient and 
turn yellow even though the total ni- 
trogen present might seem to be ade- 
quate. 

This condition can be readily reme- 
died in one or two ways: If the seed- 
bed is acid, dolomitic limestone or some 
other form of lime should be added 
prior to making up the seedbeds. Hy- 
drate of lime reacts much more rapidly 
This liming practice helps to restore 
conditions favorable to the reestab- 
lishment and growth of the nitrifying 
bacteria 

It is also advantageous following 
furnigation to use a fertilizer in which 
most of the inorganic nitrogen is pres- 
ent as nitrates, Most commercial fer- 
tilizers do not fit this category as they 
are usually higher in ammoniacal ni- 
trogen. However, fertilizers with ni- 
trates rather than ammonia are avail 
able from many fertilizers dealers. The 
use of such a fertilizer supplies nitro- 
gen in a form that is readily available 
to the plant. As previously mentioned, 
the ammonia nitrogen added with fer 
tilizer is not available unless the pH 
is in the proper range. 

There are still many gaps in our 
knowledge concerning soil fumigation 
Although the prospect looks promis 
ing, the grower should be wary of any 
cultural practice that involves re 
peated chemical fumigation of the 
soil. Although a marked reduction in 
nematodes population occurs after 
fumigation, it has been observed that 
the nematodes are more numerous than 
ever the following season. Apparently 
some of its natural enemies in the soil 
are also killed by fumigation so that 
when the nematode starts to propagate 
again there is nothing to keep it in 
check

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Chats With 
Florida Beekeepers 


By Neao Dear 
A Keeper of the Bow 








e her, ne ts little doubt but that much 
of the trouble in selling honey to 
the consumer is due to errors in pack- 
ing and marketing of honey by the 
small or sideline beekeeper. Too often 
a beekeeper will make his first pack 
and delivery of honey from the 
choicest of the crop. This being sold, 
a later pack is of different flavor and 
color, yet perhaps largely of the same 
flora and sold under the same label. 
This leaves the customer always in a 
quandry when buying honey 

The display of honey on the grocery 
shelf is not uniform and not appealing 
to the trade. The small man can not 
supply the trade, with which he starts, 
for the entire year, thus leaving the 
storekeeper with no way to fill an 
order that is a repeat call for earlier 
purchases. Some small packers use re 
claimed containers for packaging 
honey. This is very depressing on the 
sale. 

There are nearly as many kinds of 
honey as there are of packers. We are 
drawn into the practice of packing 
our own honey mainly because a bee 
keeper is offered nine cents for his 
honey and then sees it packed and on 
the shelf at twenty-nine cents, There 
seems to be too large a mark up, and, 
of course, we try to better the situa 
tion. We fall short because we do not 
nor can not pack a uniform product 
and do not offer a continuous supply 
to the trade. 

Perhaps we should appreciate the 
large packer more than we do. Re- 
member he is selling much more honey 
than you—not because it is better, but 
because he holds his pack very uni- 
form, labels it as it is, and has more 
of the same when called for later. 

It is in an effort to improve the 
packing of marketable honey that 
plans are underway to have an exhibit 
of honey and like products at the 
State Fair in 1952 composed of entries 
by smaller beekeepers who are not re- 
presented in the large exhibits. If you

ing symptoms of quick decline or 
tristeza, after the Louisiana discovery 
it was thought advisable to make a 
special survey of our citrus areas in 
Florida as quickly as possible especially 
for these two diseases. This survey is 
now under way in all parts of the citrus 
belt, and, thanks for our opportunity 
to visit the diseased Loumiana groves, 
we have at least one inspector in each 
crew who is familiar with the appear 
ance of these diseases in the field. Dr 
Camp and his citrus specialists are also 
on call to help us identify these dis 
eases should they be found in the State 

It is our hope in Florida that this 
dreaded disease of our most valuable in 
dustry will not make its appearance, 
but we must do everything in our power 
to keep it out by keeping all citrus trees, 
buds, seeds, and any other possible 
means of dissemination of this disease 
from the State. This is being done as 
far as this is possible by strict quaran 
tines covering these dangerous items, 
and by the examination by our inspec 
tors of all planes, ships, and baggage 
entering the state from foreign coun 
tries, Express, freight, and parcel post 
shipments from other states are also 
examined to see if they meet State Plant 
Board requirements. All citrus trees 
buds, and seed are either returned to 
the shipper or destroyed by the inspec 
tor. 

Should quick decline or tristeza be 
found in Florida, it is the plan of the 
Board to attempt to keep the infected 
area confined to as small an area as 
possible by intensive vector control and 
other means of control until the groves 
on susceptible rootstocks can be re 
planted to resistant rootstock and 
brought into bearing. To accomplish 
this we must locate the disease before 
it becomes widespread in the State, and 
start our control and replanting pro 
gram immediately should it be dis 
covered in our groves. 

The prevention of spread of this dis 
ease once it is found will require the 
cooperation of the entire citrus industry 
and of all of the agricultural officials 
of this State.

With the use of one additional 
sprinkler line to change from one 
property to another the pump never 
ceases operation. For example, when 
crosses with valves are inserted in the 
conductor line while it is being as 
sembled eighteen or twenty different 
blocks spread over a long distance can 
be irrigated without ever stopping the 
pump. Of course, it is not economical 
to use on small individual acreages duc 
to cost of moving and setting up. 

There are two factors of great im- 
portance in portable irrigation. They 
are the method employed in moving 
and time factor between moves. They 
work very closely together. It is al- 
ways like working a jigsaw puzzle and 
shortage of pipe is usually the “fly in 
oumement.” Avoid successive moves 
where all the pipe you have is required. 
It is indeed difficult to always have 
enough pipe for any type of portable 
irrigation. Due to pipe scarcity during 
extended periods of drought a bit of 
trading by various organizations has 
proven beneficial to all involved. In 
other words when one organization is 
set up near a property of another, the

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Avoiding Losses of Home Meat 
Wise Florida Farmers Will Stick to Freezer Lockers

the food value lox from spoilage and 
deterioration also should Se of great 
cuncern 

Two factors that have contributed 
most to making a desirable home meat 
supply possible are artificial refrigera- 
tron and education and knowledge of 
processing and storing. The field of 
artshesal refrigeration has made great 
strides within the past few years, but 
our educational program has struggled 
along somewhat slowly. 

Mechanical refrigeration has made it 
posuble to distribute a fresh meat sup 
ply co all parts of the world. In this 
process of distribution a vast amount 
ot information has been gained about 
methods of processing and handling 
Only within recent years has refrigera 
tion been made available on a large 
scale to people who live in the country. 
In most localities, natural tempera 
tures are too high most of the year for 
efhcient meat preservation by curing 
methods. Therefore, home killing of 
meat animals has been confined to win 
ter months. This has not been very sat 
isfactory, because variations in temper 
ature are undesirable. Freezing and 
thawing rapidly destroys meat, and a 
constant temperature of approximate 
ly 36 degrees Fahrenheit must be main 
tained to cure meat satisfactorily or 
to keep it for a short period of time 
The advantages of temperature control 
are now available to most farmers. In 
addition, deep freezing is available to 
most people, which makes it possible 
to hold fresh meat for several months 
with letle deterioration 

The practice of curing meat at home 
should decline rapidly. With our pres 
ent facilities, it is not an efhicient pro 
cedure, and in some instances a con 
siderable part of such meat must be 
eaten after it has deteriorated. The 
losses from spoilage, mold, insects, and 
shrinkage represent a heavy voll. The 
natural process of fat oxidation con 
tinues at a definite rate, making the 
meat less desirable cach day. There is 
little that can be done to prevent this 
damage. The most satisfactory method 
f marmtaining a home meat supply in 
Florida is by the farmer making ux 
of a deep-freezer or the facilities of 
fered by a locker-plant.

In Suwannee Valley 


3 tbe Live Oax Experiment Station, 


a branch of the University of Flor 
ida’s agricultural research system, is 
being established to serve the Suwannee 
River Valley area, according to an an 
nouncement by Director Willard M 
Fifield of the Florida Agricultural Ex 
periment Stations 


George E. Ritchey has been named 
agronomust in charge and is moving to 
Live Oak the first of November. His 
appointment was recommended by 
President J. Hillis Miller and approved 
by the State Board of Control 


The new unit was authorized by the 
1945 Scate Legislature. The first appro 
priation was made by the 1949 Legis 
lature. Director Fifield says that, duc 
to budgetary restrictions and reserves, 
and the insistence upon finding the 
right man for the job, it has been nec 
essary to delay initiation of the work 


until this fall 


Until legislative provision is made 
for a definite location, the research will 
be carried out upon cooperating farms 
of the area,” the director adds. “The 
work will be in close cooperation with 
County Agent Floyd Eubanks.” 

The first research will deal with soil 
management, tobacco and pastures. It 
is hoped that livestock investigations 
will be added. Director Fifield says that 
workers from the Main Station at 
Gainesville will take an active role in 
the programs for the area 

Some eXperiuments on cooperative 
farms, particularly dealing with rota 
tions of lupine and corn, already are 
under way. Seedbeds for tobacco plant 
mgs were started this week 

Mr Ritchey has been on the staff of 
the University of Florida College of 
Agriculture, in cooperation with the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, since 
1927. He has been in charge of the 
USDA-Florida Station plant introduc 
tion gardens here since 1929 

He is largely responsible for the in 
troduction of hairy indigo, bitter blue

One of the first causes of loses of 
the home meat supply is improper 
chilling. This chilling can be brought 
about only by artificial refrigeration, 
and the cost is so small that one can- 
not afford to do without it, In addi- 
tion, it is advisable to have the meat 
cured by an experienced person em- 
loyed by the cold storage company 
This is good insurance against losses. 

When the meat has been cured and 
smoked, it may be taken home. It 
should be stored in a clean, cool, well- 
ventilated place that is screened 
against flies. An occasional light smoke 
will delay mold growth. Thinner cuts, 
such as bacon, should be used first be- 
cause they become rancid sooner duc 
to greater surface exposure. Mold may 
be removed from the surface of meat 
with a cloth that is wet with vinegar. 

The main thing to remember is that 
cured meat will not retain its high 
quality indefinitely. Heavy cuts will 
remain excellent in quality on the in- 
terior for extended periods, but the 
loss from shrinkage and trimming is 
great 

The freezer-locker plant, or the 
deep-freezer designed for home use, 
makes it possible to have a supply of 
fresh meat available at all times. 
Quick-freezing destroys the quality of 
meat only to a small extent, but two 
factors are at work continuously to 
bring about destruction of quality in 
frozen meats. These factors are dry- 
ing and oxidation. Refrigeration re- 
moves moisture from stored products, 
and meat soon becomes dry and woody 
in texture and takes on an off-color if 
not protected by proper wrappings. 
This condition is referred to as freezer- 
burn, and the meat becomes tough and 
deficient in flavor. Off-flavors often 
develop under such conditions. 

This can be overcome by wrapping 
in an air-tight and water-proof con- 
tainer. Cellophane or aluminum foil 
are effective, and kinds of 
waxed paper are satisfactory. Some 
types of waxed paper will not with- 
stand extended periods of refrigera- 
tion without becoming permeable to 
air and moisture. The best wrapping 
material and a complete seal of all 
seams are essential for satisfactory 
storage. Tape is not necessary for seal- 
ing aluminum foil because the edges 
can be folded twice to make an air 
tight seal. In addition, it can be pressed 
tightly against the meat being wrap- 
ped—so that the air is forced out of 
the package before the last seal is made 
This is highly desirable because air is 
necessary for oxidation of fat; so pack- 
ages relatively free of air retain their 
freshness much longer. Careful pack- 
aging and consuming the product 
within a reasonable length of time will 
help prevent losses in the home meat 
supply
